Holt at 9:30 entered the home of 
J. P. Morgan Jr., whose fortune is es- 
timated to be $500,000,000.. Mor- 
gan leaped on him and Holt shot 
twice, one bullet entering the lower 
right side, lodging near the base of 
the spine and the other piercing the 
right groin. ’ 

Holt is 40, has a wite and heil- 
drei and was born in Dallas. Tex. 
He denied to reporters that he was 
the man who planted the dynamite 
bomb under the Capitol building.
